CIRCULAR. 


To enable the Provost Marshal General to carry out fully the in- 
structions of the Secretary of War in relation to organization and 
drill of the glerks serving in Bureaus of the War Department, the 
Chiefs of Bureaus will promptly report to the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral the names of new clerks and messengers who may from time to 
time be employed in their offices, and of those who resign or are 
discharged. 

Clerks or messengers who resign or are discharged, will not re- 
ceive final payments until they have accounted for the arms, uni- 
form, &e, issued to them as members of the military organization.
